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CARE  OF  MOTHERS  AND  YOUNG  CHILDREN. 

Two  Child  Welfare  Clinics  and  one  combined  ante-natal  and 
post-natal  Clinic  are  held  weekly  at  the  Health  Department. 
Child  Welfare  Clinics  are  staffed  by  the  Local  Authority  Staff,  while 
the  ante-natal  and  post-natal  Clinic  is  conducted  by  a Medical 
Officer  from  the  Regional  Hospital  Board,  the  Local  Authority 
supplying  part  of  the  Nursing  and  Clerical  Staff.  The  ante-natal 
and  post-natal  Clinic  is  also  used  as  an  out-patient  Department  of 
Bellshill  Maternity  Hospital  and  Coatbridge  and  Airdrie  Maternity 
Hospital. 

During  the  year  564  maternity  outfits  were  issued. 

MATERNITY  SERVICES. 

During  the  year  the  services  of  Midwives  continued  to  be 
provided  by  contract  to  fulfil  the  Local  Authorities  obligations  in 
domiciliary  midwifery.  10  private  practising  midwives  were  thus 
engaged  until  early  December,  1951,  when  the  services  of  3 of  these 
midwives  had  to  be  dispensed  with  in  terms  of  a Departmental 
Circular.  The  remaining  7 midwives  are  trained  in  the  use  of 
Gas  and  Air  and  Analgesia. 

4 sets  of  Minnitt  Gas  and  Air  Analgesia  apparatus  were  made 
available  for  the  use  of  midwives  during  the  year.

HEALTH  VISITING. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  6 Health  Visitors  were  employed.  The 
Health  Visitors  staff  the  Child  Welfare  Clinics  held  at  the  Health 
Department,  and  the  Tuberculosis  Clinics,  and  attend  ante-natal 
Clinics  conducted  by  the  Western  Regional  Hospital  Board.  For 
the  purpose  of  Health  Visiting  and  Tuberculosis  Visiting,  the  town 
is  divided  into  districts  for  one  of  which  each  Health  Visitor  is 
responsible.

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IMMUNISATION. 

Facilities  for  immunisation  are  available  at  the  Child  Welfare 
Centres  held  at  the  Health  Department,  and  a reminder  in  the  form 
of  a Birthday  Card  is  sent  to  each  child  not  immunised  at  his/her 
first  birthday,  while  Health  Visitors  at  their  visits  continue  to 
stress  the  necessity  of  maintaining  a high  standard  of  immunisation 
amongst  the  population  at  risk.  During  the  year  547  children 
were  immunised  against  diphtheria  and  58  received  maintenance 
inoculations,  of  these  243  and  30  respectively  were  inoculated  at 
the  Child  Welfare  Centres.

ARTIFICIAL  SUNLIGHT  CLINIC. 

Three  afternoon  sessions  of  the  Artificial  Sunlight  Clinic  are 
held  each  week  under  the  supervision  of  a Health  Visitor.  Patients 
attending  these  Clinics  are  referred  by  their  general  practitioner  or 
directly  from  the  Child  Welfare  Centres.  During  the  year  179 
first  visits  and  1879  re-visits  were  made. 


TUBERCULOSIS. 

124  cases  of  respiratory  and  17  cases  of  non-respiratory 
tuberculosis  were  notified  during  the  year,  and  of  these  101  respiratory 
and  14  non-respiratory  were  confirmed.  The  notification  figure 
is  58  more  than  for  1950. 
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The  death  rate  from  the  disease  was  0.80  per  1000,  as  compared 
with  0.83  per  1000  in  1950,  while  the  preliminary  figure  for  Scotland 
as  a whole  in  1951  was  0.43  per  1000. 

The  bed  state  continued  to  improve  during  the  year,  that  for 
females  being  better  than  for  males. 

66  families  in  which  one  or  more  members  were  suffering 
from  the  disease  were  rehoused  during  the  year. 

During  the  year  a tuberculosis  contact  clinic  was  inaugurated, 
and  this  has  been  held  once  per  month. 

By  arrangement  with  the  Area  Supervising  Tuberculosis 
Physician,  a survey  by  the  Mass  Miniature  Radiography  Unit  was 
carried  out  in  the  area  during  the  period  August  to  November,  and 
arranged  visits  were  made  to  various  works  and  schools,  while 
separate  morning,  afternoon  and  evening  sessions  were  held  at 
the  Municipal  Buildings,  Coatbridge,  for  the  convenience  of  the 
general  public.  A resume  of  the  findings  of  the  survey,  which 
accounts  in  part  for  the  increased  notification  figure,  is  given  below.

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CONTROL  OF  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

During  the  year,  673  cases  of  Infectious  Disease  (excluding 
Tuberculosis)  were  notified.  This  figure  is  an  increase  of  540  on 
that  for  1950,  and  is  accounted  for  by  an  outbreak  of  scarlet  fever 
during  which  284  cases  were  notified  and  by  the  notification  of 
319  cases  of  whooping  cough. 

Details  of  the  major  infectious  diseases  are  as  follows,  annual 
notifications  being  tabulated  on  Table  7. 

Diphtheria.  5 cases  of  diphtheria  were  notified  and  removed 
to  hospital.  No  case  was  confirmed.  During  the  year  10,000  units 
of  antitoxin  v ere  issued  to  general  practitioners. 

Erysipel/s.  5 cases  were  notified,  of  which  3 were  removed 
to  hospital. 

Pneumonia.  56  cases  of  pneumonia  came  to  notice  during  the 
year,  and  45  were  removed  to  hospital.  27  deaths  occurred,  12 
being  of  children  under  1 year. 

Poliomyelitis.  No  case  was  notified  during  the  year. 

Puerperal  Infection.  No  case  was  notified. 

Scarlet  Fever.  284  cases  were  notified,  of  which  267  were 
removed  to  hospital.  No  deaths  occurred. 

Whooping  Cough.  319  cases  of  whooping  cough  were  notified, 
3 deaths  occurred,  2 being  of  children  under  1 year,  and  1 under 
5 years. 

Paratyphoid.  2 cases  of  paratyphoid  B fever  were  notified. 
One  of  these  was  confirmed. 

Dysentery.  1 case  of  Sonne  dysentery  was  notified  and 
removed  to  hospital. 

There  was  no  outbreak  of  non-notifiable  infectious  disease.

has  been  welcomed,  and  has  led  in  all  cases  to  improved  methods 
of  handling  being  employed. 

FOOD  POISONING. 

There  were  no  outbreaks  of  food  poisoning  reported  during 
the  year. 

NUTRITION. 

During  the  propaganda  week,  held  by  the  Ministry  of  Food  to 
encourage  mothers  to  make  use  of  the  supplementary  products 
offered  by  that  Ministry,  a Special  Day  was  held  in  the  Child 
Welfare  Centre  at  the  Health  Department,  to  which  mothers  were 
specially  invited,  and  at  which  press  photographs  and  reports  were 
taken.  The  importance  of  vitamin  uptake  is  stressed  by  the  Health 
Visitors  at  their  visits  and  also  at  consultations  at  the  Child  Welfare 
Centres. 

NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  ACT,  1948. 

The  Local  Authority  maintains  two  homes  for  elderly  people 
at  Merrystone  House  and  Woodside  House.  No  special  medical 
supervision  is  maintained  by  the  Local  Authority,  each  resident 
consulting  his/her  own  doctor  as  required. 

There  are  no  other  homes  in  the  area  under  Section  27  of  the 
Act.
